EXPORT LICENSING 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) ORDER, No. 36 


IRON AND STEEL Goops: MAaAcHINE AND OTHER TOOLS: 
Ratt LocoMorives, ETC., AND MISCELLANEOUS Goops 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) No. 36 Order, 1941 (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1615, 
price 1d.), which will come into force on 6 November 1941. 

Under the terms of this Order, licences will, in future, be 
required to export the following classes of goods to all 
destinations :— 


Spices and spice seeds, whether ground or unground. 
Iron and steel (including alloy steel) in the following forms :— 

Castings and forgings. 

Expanded metal of meshwork formation. 

Stampings and pressings with or without rolled edges. 

Tubes, pipes and pipe and tube fittings of all kinds. 

Articles manufactured wholly or mainly of iron and steel, 
the following :— 

Bolts, whether threaded or not, bolt ends, set screws and 
screw studs, nuts, whether tapped or not, and washers, 
whether assembled or not. 

Boot and shoe studs, spikes, tips and protectors. 

Nails (including hob nails), tacks and staples. 

Screws, washers and rivets (including bifurcated rivets). 

Steel wool and steel shavings. 

Neoprene and manufactures thereof. 
(It is unlikely that licences will be granted for the export of 
spices and spice seeds.) 


The following classes of goods, the exportation of which 
was previously prohibited to destinations outside the 
British Empire and certain specified destinations will now 
require licences for all destinations :— 


Machine tools. 

Borax and boric acid. 

Forks, agricultural and horticultural. 
Shovels and spades. 

Paper-insulated wire and cable. 

Card clothing. 

Mining drill bits 


Rail locomotives and rail vehicles, other than for use on- 


railways of 4 feet 8} inches gauge. 


The existing licensing requirements with respect to steel 
shafted golf clubs and to certain specified types of tools are 
superseded by the provisions that licences will, in future, 
be required to export golf clubs and parts thereof (wholly 
or mainly of metal) and all types of tools and parts of such 
tools respectively. 

It is made clear that the prohibition in respect of cycle 
parts and accessories is not confined to those manufactured 
of steel, but includes such parts and accessories as are 
manufactured wholly or mainly of iron or steel. 

Group 6 of the Schedule of Goods has been sub-divided 
into four sections and regrouping has been effected in 
respect of certain manufactures of iron, steel and non- 
ferrous metals. 


IRON AND STEEL, CUTLERY, FORKS AND 
SPOONS 
CHANGE IN PROCEDURE 
In the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 20 February 1941 
it was announced that applications for licences to export 
certain descriptions of iron and steel should be made to the 





Iron and Steel Control. On and after 6 November 1941 
applications for the following goods should, where possible, 
quote the Departmental symbol, and authorisation number 
under which delivery of the iron or steel has been 
authorised, the date of authorisation and the name of 
manufacturer. Colonial or Dominion Import Licence 
numbers and/or Certificates of Essentiality should also be 
quoted. Iron and steel (including alloy steel) in the 
following forms: Angles, shapes and sections, whether 
fabricated or not, including hollow mining drill steel, but 
not including machinery parts; Bars and rods, including 
hollow mining drill steel; Blooms, billets and_ slabs ; 
* Castings and forgings; Girders, beams, joists and pillars, 
whether fabricated or not; Hoop and strip; Ingots; Pig 
iron; Plates and sheets of all kinds; *Stampings and 
pressings with or without rolled edges ; *Tubes, pipes and 
pipe and tube fittings of all kinds; Wire, bare, whether 
stranded or not, including cables and ropes and barbed 
wire; *Bolts, whether threaded or not, ‘bolt ends, set 
screws and screw studs, nuts, whether tapped or not, and 
washers, whether assembled or not ; *Boot and shoe studs, 
spikes, tips and protectors ; Colliery arches and pit props ; 
*Nails (including hob nails), tacks and staples; *Screws, 
washers and rivets (including bifurcated rivets); Wire- 
netting, wire fencing and wire mesh ; Railway and tramway 
material, the following: Rolling stock—Buffers ; Springs, 
laminated or coiled; Wheels, tyres and axles, whether 
assembled or not ; Fish plates and sole plates. 

Except where special arrangements have been made with 
certain Export Groups, or sections of the trade, applications 
for export licences for the above goods should be sent to 
Industrial Supplies Department, Board of Trade, Millbank, 
London, 8.W.1, if the Departmental symbol quoted is BT4 
or BT5 or if no symbol can be quoted. Other applications 
should be sent to the Export Licensing Department, 
Inveresk House, 346 Strand, London, W.C.2. 

Applications for export licences for the following goods :— 
cutlery, * forks and spoons of a kind commonly used for 
domestic purposes, wholly or mainly of metal, should be 
sent to the Secretary, Cutlery and Safety Razor and Blade 
Export Groups, 3, Melbourne Avenue, Sheffield 10, and 
if the exporter is not the manufacturer of the goods, should 
be accompanied by a certificate in an approved form that 
the manufacturer is willing that the amount of the metal 
involved shall be debited against the quota. Copies of this 
certificate may be obtained from the Secretary of the 

troups at 3, Melbourne Avenue, Sheffield 10. 

It is important that the above procedure should be 
followed otherwise unnecessary delay may result.

LEGAL PROCEEDINGS 


At the London Mansion House Justice Room on i3 Octo- 
ber 1941 a Company, its Secretary and Manager were fined 
a total of £700 and ordered to pay twenty guineas costs for 
importing prohibited goods and for furnishing false informa- 
tion to the Ministry of Food for the purpose of obtaining an 
import licence. 

The proceedings ‘for importing prohibited goods were 
taken by the Department of Customs and Excise and the 
proceedings for making the false statements were taken by 


the Board of Trade. 


TRADE MARKS, ETC. AND ESSENTIAL 
IMPORTS 
MopirFicaTion oF Law 

An Order in Council (8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1404, price 1d.) 
amending Regulation 60G of, and adding a new Regulation 
60GA to, the Defence (General) Regulations, 1939, was made 
on 11 September 1941. 

Regulation 60GA_ provides that Essential Imports 
(namely goods imported into the United Kingdom on 
Government account in connection with any of the purposes 
specified in subsection (1) of Section One of the Emergency 
Powers (Defence) Act, 1939, and entered for home use) 
shall be entitled to certain exemptions from the operation 
of the Trade Marks Act, 1938, the Merchandise Marks 
Acts of 1887 and 1926, and common law, in respect of 
marks which they bear at the time of their importation, or 
which were used in relation to them before their importation 
by an oversea supplier, and of forms in which they are 
got-up at the time of importation. 


FLOWER BULBS FOR EXPORT 


The Board of Trade and the Ministry of Agriculture are 
anxious that bulb growers should realise that tulip, hyacinth 
and iris bulbs should only be planted for export. Licences 
will not be given for the sale of such bulbs on the home 
market next year. The forcing of tulip bulbs is prohibited 
and it may be necessary further to reduce the acreage in 
open land to bulbs in the autumn of 1942. Growers who 
plant bulbs up to the maximum permitted acreage should 
therefore be careful to plant only those varieties that are 
wanted for export. Growers who plant unsuitable varieties 
may find themselves with a surplus of bulbs next year 
which they can neither export, sell, nor use at home. 

The following varieties were in demand for export to the 
United States this season :— 

(i) Darwin Tulips: Red, white, pink, yellow and mauve 
“forcing ”’ varieties were most in demand; only a 
limited quantity of Clara Butt were required. Mixed 
Darwins also met a limited market. 

(ii) May-Howering Varieties: White, Argo, Dido, Mrs. 
Moon and Rosabella sold freely, while Inglescombe 
Yellow and Inglescombe Pink had a very limited 
demand. 

(iii) Mendels and Triumph: The well-known “ forcing ” 
varieties sold fairly freely. 

(iv) Karly Tulips : Allsingle and double earlies in “ forcing 
varieties of 11 cm. up. have sold well.

ROAD TRANSPORT 
GOVERNMENT HAULAGE SCHEME 


The Minister of War Transport makes the following 
announcement in regard to the Government Road Haulage 
Scheme :— 

The objects laid down by the Minister as the essential 
features which on grounds of national policy any scheme 
must embody are briefly :— 

(a) to provide a fleet of vehicles under continuous Govern- 
ment control. 

(6) to arrange through one channel at least a considerable 
part of the long distance road movement of Govern- 
ment traffic or other national requirements. 


After consultation with the Road Haulage (Operations) 
Advisory Committee, the original plan has been modified 
by the embodiment of suggestions by the Committee, 
providing for additional vehicles to be available on call, at 
short notice, to meet emergencies and for a complete 
partnership with the industry in the operation of the 
scheme. 

The necessary organisation will be put into force as 
speedily as possible. It will consist of :— 
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Announcements— Continued. 


(2) A Ministry organisation covering the country, divided 
into six divisions, and as a first step, sub-divided into 
fourteen areas. This organisation will control the 
traffic and movement operations of the fleet of vehicles 
above-mentioned, which will be under continuous 
control, and it will act as a clearing house for traffic 
which the Minister accepts, 


(b) An organisation set up and managed by the Industry 
alongside the Minister's organisation which will 
allocate the traffic which is passed to it by the 
Ministry’s organisation. 


(c) A series of ‘‘ Defence Lines” to meet emergencies and 
consisting of vehicles belonging to carriers and others 
who agree to place them at the Minister’s disposal at 
short notice. 


Rates and conditions of hire, conditions of carriage, 
insurance, and all necessary working arrangements, have 
been agreed and will shortly be available. 


Information as to the manner in which they may partici- 
pate in this comprehensive scheme, in one way or another, 
will be made available to the industry at an early date 
through the Ministry’s Regional Organisation, the Associa- 
tions of the Industry and the Press. 


The intention of the Ministry and the Advisory Com- 
mittee is that the Minister and the industry shall co-operate 
to the fullest extent in a spirit of complete partnership in 
this effort to evolve a better use and control of goods road 
transport during the period of the national emergency.— 
Ministry of War Transport, Berkeley Square House, Berkeley

The 188th Session of the Royal Society of Arts, John Adam 
Street, Adelphi, London, W.C.2, will be opened on Wednesday, 
5 November at 1.45 p.m., with an Inaugural Address by Sir 
Edward Crowe, K.C.M.G., Chairman of the Council of the 
Society, on ‘‘ Co-operation for Production.” After the address 
the Chairman will present an R.D.I. Diploma and the medals 
awarded to lecturers for the Session 1940-41. 


INSTITUTE OF MARINE ENGINEERS 


Examinations for admission to Associate Membership 
and Graduateship of the Institute of Marine Engineers will 
be held from 1 to 8 June 1942. Admission to Studentship 
is gained by passing or obtaining exemption from the 
Common Preliminary Examination of the Engineering 
Joint Examination Board. This Examination will be 
held from 14 to 17 April and 6 to 9 October 1942. The 
examinations are held in London and other centres in Great 
Britain. 


A scholarship, valued at £100 per annum and tenable 
for three years, is offered by the General Committee of 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. The Scholarship will be 
awarded on the results of a competitive examination to be 
held by the Institute in May 1942, and is intended to 
assist marine engineering students to take a university 
course in engineering subjects. The age limit is 18 years 
to 23 years. The closing date for entries is 8 April 1942.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
COMBINED DRILLS AND COUNTERSINKS 


At the request of the Ministry of Supply, the British Standards 
Institution has prepared and is about to issue a War Emergency 
British Standard relating to the dimensions of combined drills 
and countersinks (B.S. 985—1941). 

The principal object underlying the preparation of this 
specification has been to bring about a simplification in the 
variety of sizes and types of combined drills and countersinks 
at present manufactured and so to facilitate more rapid and 
economic production by concentrating the supply and demand 
upon a simplified range of seven sizes with one standard angle of 
countersink. 

In general, the specification represents a selection of the most 
suitable sizes of drills from those at present manufactured. 
Some slight changes from existing practice have, however, been 
made in the case of the body diameters of three of the drills 
scheduled in order to permit of the wHole range of drills being 
manufactured from those sizes of ground bar likely to be most 
readily available during the period of the war.

PORTLAND BLAST FURNACE CEMENT 


A revision of B.S. 146 has now been issued by the British 
Standards Institution and this completes the programme of 
work which has been in hand for the review of the specifications 
for cement. (A revision of B.S. 12 to include rapid hardening 
cement was issued earlier in the year, together with B.S. 915 for 
High Alumina Cement). 

The essential alterations in B.S. 146 are the modifications to 
those sections referring to Portland cement and such alterations 
as were necessary to bring the specification into line with the 
revision of B.S. 12. As an alternative to the tensile test a com- 
pression test may now, at the request of the purchaser, be 
substituted. 

Other modifications are the omission of the coarser sieve in 
the test for fineness of cement, and the deletion of the optional 
tensile test to neat cement.

SCREWING TAPS 

The British Standards Institution is about to issue an impor- 
tant British Standard relating to the dimensions, limits and 
tolerances for screwing taps. This standard provides for the 
general overall dimensions and thread limits of taps used for the 
production of the most commonly used threads, viz., B.S. 
Whitworth, B.S. Fine, B.A. and B.S. Pipe (parallel) threads 
when used for general engineering purposes. 

Provision is made for hand taps and Pearn tapper taps of 
four grades of accuracy, namely, two grades of ground threads 
and two grades of cut threads. For nut taps two grades of 
accuracy only are provided, namely, for ground threads and cut 
threads. 

In determining the tolerances and limits on the threads due 
regard has been given to so selecting the tolerances and so 
locating the limits as to provide for taps in these various grades 
which will in general produce tapped holes within the limits 
laid down in the corresponding British Standards for the screw 
threads themselves.

LEAD PIPES 


The revision of the British Standard for Lead Pipes has just 
been undertaken and is known as B.S. 603—1941 Leap Pipgs 
(B.N.F. Ternary Alloy (No. 2) ). 

This specification was first issued in May 1935, but as a result 
of experience gained in its use it was found that certain modifica- 
tions were desirable, and these have been incorporated in the 
revision now published. 

The main points in this revision are as follows :— 

(a) The chemical composition is now given in greater detail, 
and so in the method of marking. 

(6) An additional clause has been included with regard to 
grain size. 

(c) The ranges of pressure for which the various weights of 
pipe may be used have been modified ; restrictions 
are also placed on the pressures in pipes used to carry 
hot water.

TRADE IN JUNE 


The value of food, drink and tobacco in June registered an 
increase of Rs. 1,613,197 over the value of June 1940 and rose to 
Rs. 10,669,675, and animals not for food increased by 
Rs. 8,975 to Rs. 14,065. The value of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured, on the other hand, dropped by 
Rs. 3,571,219 to Rs. 2,146,571 and articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured by Rs. 379,436 to Rs. 8,046,330. 

Compared with June 1940 domestic exports of food, drink and 
tobacco rose by Rs. 4,019,973 to Rs. 28,826,406 and articles 
mainly unmanufactured by Rs. 4,488,447 (exclusive of non- 
metalliferous mining and quarry products) to Rs. 14,219,308. 
Articles mainly manufactured reported a decrease of Rs. 24,035 
and dropped to Rs. 70,614.

The Legal Supplement to the ‘“ Aden Official Gazette” of 
19 July 1941 contains a copy of an order which prohibits the- 
import into Aden of all goods of every description, except under 
licence. 

The notices regarding import prohibitions, published in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal’ of 7 December 1939 (page 773) and 
25 January 1940 (page 101), are cancelled. 


BRITISH GUIANA AND GRENADA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received information by telegraph 
from H.M. Trade Commissioner in Trinidad that a list of goods 
has been issued the importation of which into British Guiana is 
prohibited except from the British West Indies, British Honduras, 
the Bahamas and Bermuda. The list is similar to the list of 
prohibited imports in force in Trinidad (see notice in the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 11 October, pages 227-9) and includes 
biscuits, confectionery, jam, pickles, sauces, carpets, a wide range 
of textiles and metal manufactures, underclothing containing 
silk, most outer clothing, most perfumes and most cosmetics. 
Imports will be allowed of limited quantities of beer, whisky, 
gin, paint and certain other goods. 

A further notice will be published on receipt of more detailed 
information. 

A further telegram from Trinidad states that these import 
restrictions also apply in Grenada with the omission of gin, 
which is prohibited, and paint, from the items of which limited 
quantities will be admitted.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS AND PROHIBITIONS 


The “State of North Borneo Official Gazette” of 21 July 
1941 contains copies of the Defence Regulations (Control of 
Imports) Order, 1941, and the Defence Regulations (Prohibited 
Imports) Order, 1941. 

The effect of the first Order is to prohibit the importation into 
British North Borneo from any country, territory or place the 
currency of which is not on a sterling basis and from any country, 
territory or place which is on a sterling basis other than the 
Straits Settlements, a Malay State or Sarawak, of all goods, 
apart from oil fuel and lubricants of any description, except 
under licence. 

The notice published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
21 March 1940 (page 316) is cancelled. 

The Prohibited Imports Order, 1941, prohibits, subject to any 
general or special exemption granted by or by direction of the 
Treasurer, the importation into British North Borneo of a list 
of goods similar to that published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 13 September 1941 (pages 155-156) under the 
heading ‘‘ Straits Settlements,” Import Restrictions, in the 
schedule ‘to the Prohibited Imports (Empire Countries) Order, 
1941, save that in Group 6, the first item reads, “ Intoxicating 
spirits, except arrack, brandy, gin, rum, sake, samsoo and 
whisky,” in the case of British North Borneo.

CHILE 
RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS FOR SACKS 
AND SACKCLOTH OF JUTE 

H.M. Ambassador at Santiago reports that two Decrees 
(Nos. 1323 and 1324) dated 4 August and published in the 
** Diario Oficial” of 16 August 1941, fixes the annual quotas for 
the import of jute sacks and sackcloth of jute at 6,000,000 sacks 
and 300,000 gross kilogrammes respectively. 

From the quantity of 6,000,000 sacks there is to be deducted, 
however, the quantity of 2,000,000 sacks, the importation of 
which has already been authorised in anticipation of the fixing 
of the quota. 


EGYPT 
MARKING OF ORIGIN 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 4 October 1941 (page 209) an 
Order has now been issued by the Egyptian Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry to the effect that hosiery goods (articles de tricot 
et d’interlock) must bear an indication of their origin in visible 
characters at least 3 cms. high. The marking must be written 
in Arabic on the material itself or on a strip of material securely 
attached to the article. 

This Order comes into force as from 21 November 1941. 

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

H.M. Ambassador at Cairo reports by telegraph that the 
Egyptian Government have published a proclamation imposing 
the following restrictions on imports into Egypt. 

The importation of goods listed in Schedules I and II (see 
below) is prohibited except under previous authorisation of the 
Ministry of Finance. Commodities appearing in Schedule I 
will have priority of transport by sea over those listed in Schedule 
II. It is understood that the quantities shown in Schedules I 
and II are authorised for importation during the period November 
1941 to April 1942. 

The importation by sea of goods listed in Schedule III (see 
below) is forbidden and no authorisation to import them will be 
granted. 

These restrictions which become operative on 1 November 
1941 do not apply to (a) goods imported by order of the Egyptian 
Government to meet the exceptional needs of the country, 
especially cereals, fertilisers and fuel ; (b) liquid fuel ; (c) parcel

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 
The following decisions regarding the tariff classification of 


certain goods imported into the United States have been pub- 
lished in the weekly “‘ Treasury Decisions ” of 21 August :— 


(1) The words “cod oil” and “ cod-liver oil” as used in 
section 2491 (a) of the Internal Revenue Code, and in 
paragraph 1730 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, include 
the liver oils of the pollock, hake, ling, cusk and coal 
fish and other species of the family Gadile. 


(2) Vim oat mill feed—a ground mixture consisting of 
78 per cent. oat hulls and 22 per cent. oat middlings 
and shorts, but in chief value of oat hulls is properly 
dutiable under the provision for “hulls of oats, 
ground” at the rate of 5 cents per 100 lb. under 
paragraph 730 of the Tariff Act, as modified, rather 
than as a non-enumerated manufactured article at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 1558. 


(3) Mustard spinach seeds, used for the propagation of a 
plant producing vegetable greens are properly dutiable 
as garden or field seeds, not specially provided for, 
at the rate of 3 cents per lb. under paragraph 764 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, rather than under 
the provision for ‘‘ mustard seeds (whole) ” in para- 
graph 781 of the Tariff Act. As this ruling will result 
in the assessment of duty on such merchandise at a 
rate higher than that heretofore assessed under a 
uniform practice it was to be applied only to such 
merchandise entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption after 30 days after 
publication in the “‘ Weekly Treasury Decisions.”
